WASHINGTON, D.C., December 27, 2010 - More than 15,000 Sikhs came from the United States, Canada, Punjab, the 
United Kingdom, Australia, Southeast Asia, and around the world to Nankana Sahib to celebrate the 542 nd anniversary of 
the birth of their first Guru, Guru Nanak, founder of the Sikh religion. Guru Nanak was born in 1469. Over 3,000 Sikhs 
came from Indian Punjab to the celebration. At the celebration, the air was filled with slogans of "Khalistan Zindabad." 

The Indian Jatha was received at the Wagha border by the Waqaf Board. They arranged a very nice Langhar for the 
pilgrims and special trains were arranged for their transportation. These trains brought them to Nankana Sahib, Panja 
Sahib, and other historic sites. On Gurpurb day, the Sikhs had Nagar Kirtan in the Gurdwara. The Pakistani government 
arranged extensive security for the pilgrims. Armed guards patrolled all crossroads and bridges between Lahore and 
Nankana Sahib. 

Television, newspapers, and other media covered the auspicious occasion. Televison carried speeches by the Sikh 
diaspora and interviews with diaspora leaders, including Dr. Gurmit Singh Aulakh, President of the Council of Khalistan, 
which leads the peaceful, democratic, nonviolent struggle to liberate the Sikh homeland from Indian occupation; Sardar 
Manmohan Singh, the leader of Dal Khalsa in London; and others, as well as S. Surinder Singh, Member, Shiromani 
Gurdwra Prabandhak Committee (SGPC), head of the Indian delegation. Dr. Swaran Singh from Peshawar managed the 
stage very ably. After offering congratulations on this asupicious occasion, Dr. Aulakh and Sardar Manmohan Singh 
spoke of the need for an independent Khalistan. At the end of his speech, Dr. Aulakh raised five slogans of Khalistan 
Zindabad, The response of the 15,000 Sikhs in attendance was overwhelming. You could hear it throughout Nankana 
Sahib. During his interviews, Dr. Aulakh stressed the need to free Khalistan as soon as possible. 

The SGPC delegation, led by S. Surinder Singh, honored officials of the Waqaf Board and other government officials, 
including the Minister of Minorities and the Deputy Commissioner of the SSP of Nankana Sahib. Although S. Surinder 
Singh, the Jatha leader, and the SGPC members want Khalistan, they are reluctant to come out opnely for Khalistan. S. 
Surinder Singh admitted to Dr. Aulakh that they are hardly surviving in Punjab under Indian government control. Dr. 
Aulakh suggested to him that this is a reason to free Khalistan from Indian occupation as soon as possible so that Sikhs 
in Punjab can live in freedom, dignity, and honor. Only in a free Khalistan will Sikhs be able to flourish religiously, 
economically, and politically. India seeks to destroy the Sikh Nation religiously, economically, and politically. 

India is also destroying Sikhs economically. The Indian government fixes the price for fertilizer very high and the price for 
produce very low so Sikh farmers can't even get the cost of production for their crops. This year it fixed the wheat price 
at Rs750 per quintal. Even Badal demanded Rs 1000 per quintal. If Punjab farmers could sell their produce across the 
border in Pakistan and the Middle East, they could easily get close to Rs1,500 per quintal and would be able to make a 
living. They wouldn't have to be under debt and commit suicide. Recently in Punjab, the price of onions rose to Rs70 
(about $1.50) per kilogram. The poor people in Punjab can't afford such high prices when the average per capita income 
is two dollars per day. 

When Khalistan is free, the border will be open for trade and movement of people without restriction. In a free Khalistan, 
Sikhs will be able to visit their religious places throughout the year with no visa. Movement restrictions and visa 
requirements will be removed in Khalistan and Pakistan. 

India is on the verge of disintegration. The Kashmir problem has to be resolved very soon. As L.K. Advani said, "if 
Kashmir goes, India goes." He is right. Last year, a US Central Intelligence Agency report predicted that by 2015, India 
will cease to exist as we know it. India is not one country but a conglomerate thrown together by the British for their 
administrative convenience. It has 18 official languages. History shows that multinational states such as India are 
doomed to failure. Countries like Austria-Hungary, India's longtime friend the Soviet Union, Yugoslavia, Czechoslovakia, 
and others prove this point. India is a polyglot like those countries, thrown together for the convenience of the British 
colonialists. It is doomed to break up as they did. Currently, there are 17 freedom movements within India's borders.

On September 27, former Member of Parliament Simranjit Singh Mann held a conference in Jagraon in Ludhiana District. 
80,000 to 100,000 attended. They raised slogans of Khalistan Zindabad and passed a resolution for Khalistan. "The 
only solution to the Punjab and Sikh problem is an independent Khalistan" Sardar Mann said recently. "The 
establishment of Khalistan is of the utmost importance. To keep peace in South Asia, a buffer state of Khalistan is 
essential." Last year, Dal Khalsa, led by Sardar Harcharan Singh Dhami, passed a resolution demanding independence 
for Khalistan. A few years ago, several Sikh leaders were arrested after holding a march, making speeches, and raising 
the Sikh flag in support of Khalistan. Khalistan declared its independence from India on October 7, 1987. Sikhs must be 
allowed to have a free and fair plebiscite on the issue of Khalistan. In a democracy, you cannot continue to rule against 
the wishes of the people. As former Senator George Mitchell said about the Palestinians, "the essence of democracy is 
the right to self-determination." 

"Freedom is the God-given right of every nation and every human being," said Dr. Auiakh. Guru Gobind Singh gave 
sovereignty to the Sikh Nation ("In grieb Sikhin ko deon PatshahL") Sikhs ruled Punjab from 1710 to 1716 and again 
from 1765 to 1849. "The time has come for the Sikh Nation to achieve independence and enjoy the glow of freedom in a 
sovereign, independent Khalistan where the Sikh Nation is the master of its own destiny," said Dr. Auiakh. In a free 
Khalistan, Sikhs will not have to see a holocuast like the one that it faced in the 1980s and 1990s, in which India 
murdered over 250,000 Sikhs. Another 52,268 are being held as political prisoners, according to a report by the 
Movement Against State Repression (MASR.) In addition, India has killed over 100,000 Muslims in Kashmir as well as 
2,000 to 5,000 Muslims in Gujarat, over 300,000 Christians in Nagaland, and tens of thousands of Assamese, Bodos, 
Dalits (the dark-skinned, aboriginal "Untouchables"), Manipuris, Tamils, and other minorities. The Gujarat massacre was 
pre-planned, according to a police officer who spoke to Indian newspapers. Nuns have been raped, priests have been 
murdered, churches have been burned, Christian prayer halls and schools have been attacked, and police broke up a 
Christian religious festival with gunfire. In 1994, the U.S. State Department reported that the Indian government had paid 
over 41,000 cash bounties for killing Sikhs. A MASR report quotes the Punjab Civil Magistracy as writing "if we add up 
the figures of the last few years the number of innocent persons killed would run into lakhs [hundreds of thousands.]" The 
Indian Supreme Court called the Indian government's murders of Sikhs "worse than a genocide." 

Punjab Police, under the control of the Indian government, picked up over 50,000 young Sikh men from their homes, 
tortured them, murdered them, and then cremated their bodies, declaring them unidentified. Jaswant Singh Khalra, a 
human-rights activist with the Badal Akali Dal, went to three creation grounds (Patti, Tarn Taran, and Durgiana Mandir) 
and identified 6,008 bodies of young Sikh men between 20 and 30 with long hair. For investigating and exposing these 
atrocities, Sardar Khalra was arrested in front of his house by K.P.S. Gill's police while he was washing his car. He was 
tortured and murderd in police custody like those he identified and his body was not given to his family. It was disposed 
of by the police. Akal Takht Jathedar Gurdev Singh Kaunke was arrested by SSP Swaran Singh Ghotna. He was 
tortured and murdered. His body was also disposed of. Is this the action of a democratc government or a tyrannical 
regime? Under Indian law, the government is required to hand over the dead body to the family of the deceased. India 
doesn't even obey its own laws! How can it be that in "democratic" India, a quarter of a million Sikhs have been 
murdered and nobody has been prosecuted for these crimes? 

In a free Khalistan, these kinds of atrocities will not be allowed to happen. The rights of minorities will be respected. The 
Federal goernment will only control foreign affairs, defense, a common currency, and roads. The Panchayat will be 
given most of the power to decide about litigation, except in cases of murder or other such crimes. Block Samitis and the 
Panchayat will spend all the development funds. All people will feel the glow of freedom. Justice will be quick and cheap. 
One won't have to fight expensive litigation that lasts for decades and ruins the families of the litigants like the characters 
in Charles Dickens's Bleak House. 

"We must reclaim the sovereignty of the Sikh Nation," Dr. Auiakh said. Dr. Auiakh appealed to the Akali Dal and other 
Sikh parties in the Punjab Legislative Assembly to pass a resolution documenting all the mistreatment and economic 
exploitation of the Sikhs by the Indian government since independence. India diverts Punajb's river water, its natural 
resource, to neighboring Haryana and Rajasthan without any compensation despite former Chief Minister Amarinder 
Singh cancelling Punjab's water agreements with India. The Legislative Assembly explicitly affirmed the sovereignty of 
Punjab as described in the Indian constitution. This same sovereignty can be used by the Assembly to declare 
independence. India will be helpless and the Sikh diaspora will help to free Khalistan. 

"The only way that the Sikh nation can flourish and progress is in a sovereign, independent Khalistan," said Dr. Auiakh.

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Sikhs, Kashmiris Protest in Brussels at European 
Parliament During Visit of Dr. Manmohan Singh, 

Prime Minister of India 

WASHINGTON, D.C., December 27, 2010 - During the visit of Indian Prime Minister Dr. Manmohan Singh to the European Union, 
Sikhs and Kashmiris protested at Schuman Plaza outside the European parliament whild he was visiting there. Sikhs from all over 
europe, including Belgium, France, Germany, Switzerland, the Netherlands, and other European countries demonstrated along with 
many hunderds of Kashmiris. It was a very powerful protest by Sikhs and Kashmiris together. 

The Sikhs and Kashmiris gave a memo to the European Parliament exposing the atrocities against them by so-called "democratic" 
India and its non-fulfillment of its own resolution of 1948 promising a plebiscite on self-determination for of Kashmir under the 
auspices of the United Nations. 

India has murdered over 250,000 Sikhs since 1984. Another 52,268 are being held as political prisoners, according to a report by 
the Movement Against State Repression (MASR.) In addition, India has killed over 1 00,000 Muslims in Kashmir as well as 2,000 to 
5,000 Muslims in Gujarat, over 300,000 Christians in Nagaland, and tens of thousands of Assamese, Bodos, Dalits (the dark- 
skinned, aboriginal "Untouchables"), Manipuris, Tamils, and other minorities. The Gujarat massacre was pre-planned, according to 
a police officer who spoke to Indian newspapers. Nuns have been raped, priests have been murdered, churches have been 
burned, Christian prayer halls and schools have been attacked, and police broke up a Christian religious festival with gunfire. In 
1994, the U.S. State Department reported that the Indian government had paid over 41,000 cash bounties for killing Sikhs. A 
MASR report quotes the Punjab Civil Magistracy as writing "if we add up the figures of the last few years the number of innocent 
persons killed would run into lakhs [hundreds of thousands.]" The Indian Supreme Court called the Indian government's murders of 
Sikhs "worse than a genocide." 

Punjab Police, under the control of the Indian government, picked up over 50,000 young Sikh men from their homes, tortured them, 
murdered them, and then cremated their bodies, declaring them unidentified. Jaswant Singh Khalra of the Human Rights Wing 
(SAD) investigated and exposed these atrocities. For doing so, Sardar Khalra was arrested by the police, then tortured and 
murderd in police custody and his body was disposed of by the police and not given to his family. Jathedar Gurdev Singh Kaunke 
was arrested by SSP Swaran Singh Ghotna, then tortured and murdered. His body was also disposed of. 

India is internationally exposed. It is not a democracy, but a majority fundamnetalist Hindu regime under which minorities are 
routinely persecuted. It doesn't matter whether the Congress Party or the BJP is in power. The Congress Party was in power when 
the Golden Temple was invaded, and the BJP congratulated Indira Gandhi on the attack. The genocide continued until the early 
1990s. The chief of the Rashtriya Swayamsewak Sangh (RSS), a pro-Fascist organization that is the parent organization of the 
BJP, said that if you live in India, you must either be a Hindu or be subservient to Hindus. This is the policy of Hindu India. As 
Narinder Singh, a spokesman for the Golden Temple, told America's National Public Radio in 1997, "The Indian government, all the 
time they boast that they are democratic, that they are secular. They have nothing to do with a democracy, nothng to do with a 
secularism. They just kill Sikhs to please the majority."

Many have been' in illegal custody 
since 1984! There has been no list published of those who were acquitted under TADA and those who are still rotting in Indian jails. 
Tens of thousands of other minorities are also being held as political prisoners, according to Amnesty International. 35 Sikhs were 
charged and arrested in Punjab for making speeches in support of Khalistan and raising the Khalistani flag. "How can making 
speeches and raising a flag be considered crimes in a democratic society?" asked Dr. Aulakh.

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Sikh Youth Beaten, Hair Forcibly Cut 
Another Manifestation of India 's Divide and Rule Strategy 

WASHINGTON, D.C, August 27, 2010 - Mithunpal Singh, a 16-year-old Sikh, was beaten and his hair was 
chopped off in an incident last month in Tral in the Pulwama district of Kashmir. Sikhs engaged in a two-day 
protest to demand that action be taken against the perprtrators. 

According to a report in the Hindustan Times, "Deputy inspector General of Police in south Kashmir, Shafaqat 
Watali, said, 'Some youth asked him to raise pro-freedom slogans. He obliged. But when they asked him to 
recite kalma (Islamic prayer), he resisted. They beat him and some of his hair was chopped off."' The paper 
reported that "Sikh youths blocked the Jammu-Pathankote National Highway in protest." 

This is reminiscent of the massacre of 38 Sikhs in Chittisinghpora, where Indain government forces 
masqueraded as Kashmiri Muslims and massacred Sikhs to divide the Sikh and Kashmiri freedom movements 
against each other. Witnesses in that case reported hearing the leader of the group give a command in Hindi. 
The New York Times Magazine and two independent investigations concluded that the massacre was the work 
of the Indian government. Indian forces were also caught red-handed trying to set fire to Sikh homes in a 
Kashmiri village to pit Sikhs against Muslims. They were stopped when the villagers joined together to prevent 
the arson. 

These incidents are part of the Indian regime's ongoing divide-and-rule strategy, according to Dr. Gurmit Singh 
Aulakh, President of the Council of Khalistan. The Council of Khalistan is the government pro tempore of 
Khalistan, the Sikh homeland that declared its independence from India on October 7, 1987. "As long as 
Punjab, Khalsitan remains under India rule, these incidents will keep happening," Dr. Aulakh said.

WASHINGTON, D.C, August 27, 2010 - The government of Punjab has recommended the removal of Dr Gurmit Sinqh 
Aulakh, President of the Council of Khalistan, and 45 other Sikhs from the Indian government's blacklist, which prevents 
their entry into India. So far, the Indian government has taken no action on this request. The Council of Khalistan is the 
government pro tempore of Khalistan, the Sikh homeland, which declared its independence from India on October 7 1987 
The Council of Khalistan was formed at that time to lead the struggle to liberate Khalistan. It is committed to the liberation of 
Khalistan by peaceful, nonviolent, democratic means. 

"We appreciate the effort of the Punjab government in recommending my removal and that of the others from the blacklist" 
said Dr. Aulakh. "However, there should not be such a list. How is it that a democracy maintains a list barrinq peaceful 
activists from the country?" he said. 

Dr. Aulakh also noted that the request shows that the government of Punjab is powerless. "That they make this request but 
cannot change or abolish the list themselves shows that the government of Punjab is totally under the control of the Indian 
regime," Dr. Aulakh said. "They are slaves as much as any other Sikhs living under Indian rule are," he said "If Mr Badal 
wants real power, he should work for the liberation of Khalistan. In a free Khalistan, the government will be able to make 
these decisions for themselves and not be dependent on Delhi." 

Among those also recommend for removal from the blacklist were Sardar Ajaib Singh Bagri, who was a^uitS in the Air
